INTERNATIONAL CONSULTING AGREEMENT

This INTERNATIONAL CONSULTING AGREEMENT (this “Agreement”) is made this 9th
day of January, 20201 (the “Effective Date”), by and between Stryk Global Diplomacy (“Consultant™), and
Blueprint For Free Speech, an Australian non-profit charity that works internationally to promote the right to
freedom of expression. (“Client”).

Consultant and Client agree as follows:

1 Duties. Consultant will facilitate meetings and interactions with the President and
the President-elect's administrations for Client to obtain a full pardon on behalf of Julian Paul Assange,
an Australian citizen, journalist and publisher, and will perform additional duties on an agreed-
upon basis. Consultant shall act solely as an independent contractor, not as an employee or
agent of Client. Accordingly, Client will not exercise control over the manner, time, or place in
which any services rendered by Consultant or its members, officers, agents and, employees are
performed.  Unless specifically authorized in writing, Consultant agrees not to enter into any
agreement on behalf of Client and agrees that it shall not represent to any third party that it has
authority to enter into such an agreement. Consultant acknowledges that it will not be eligible for
any Client employment benefits currently provided to employees of Client.

2. Compliance with Applicable Laws and Regulations. All services rendered the Consultant
in the term ofthis Agreement will be conducted in accordance with all applicable laws and regulations.

3. Term; Termination. The term of this Agreement commences on the Effective Date and
continues thereafter until the completion of the services, unless and until terminated as provided in this
Section 3 (the “Term”). This Agreement may be terminated by either party, in such party’s sole and
absolute discretion, without cause, by providing at least thirty (30) days' prior written notice. The
termination of this Agreement shall not release either party from any obligation or liability to the other
party, including any compensation earned by Consultant through the date of such termination.

4. Compensation. Services rendered during this period by consultant will be performed on a
pro bono ($0 USD).

5, Confidentiality. From time to time during the Term ofthis Agreement, either party (as the
“Disclosing Party””) may share or make available to the other party (as the “Receiving Party”) information
about its business affairs or other confidential, non-public or proprietary information, whether orally or in
written, electronic or other form or media, and whether or not marked, designated or otherwise identified
as “confidential” (collectively, “Confidential Information”). Confidential Information shall not include
information that, at the time of disclosure: (i) is or becomes generally available to and known by the public
other than as a result of, directly or indirectly, any breach ofthis Section 5 by the Receiving Party or any
of its representatives; (ii) is or becomes available to the Receiving Party on a non-confidential basis from
a third-party source, provided that such third party is not and was not prohibited from disclosing such

Confidential Information; (iii) was known by or in the possession of the Receiving Party or its

representatives before being disclosed by or on behalf ofthe Disclosing Party; (iv) was or is independently
developed by the Receiving Party without reference to or use, in whole or in part, of any ofthe Disclosing
Party’s Confidential Information; or (v) is required to be disclosed under applicable federal, state or local
law, regulation or a valid order issued by a court or governmental agency of competent jurisdiction. The
Receiving Party shall: (A) protect the confidentiality of the Disclosing Party’s Confidential Information
with a commercially reasonable degree of care; (B) not use the Disclosing Party’s Confidential
Information, or permit it to be accessed or used, for any purpose other than to exercise its rights or perform
its obligations under this Agreement; and (C) not disclose any such Confidential Information to any person
or entity, except to the Receiving Party’s representatives in the exercise ofits rights or performance of its
obligations under this Agreement. The obligations with respect to Confidential Information in this Section
5 shall continue during the Term and for a period of five (5) years thereafter.

6. Limitation of Liability. In no event shall Consultant or any of its representatives be liable
for consequential, indirect, incidental, special, exemplary, punitive or enhanced damages, lost profits or
revenues or diminution in value, arising out of, or relating to, and/or in connection with any breach ofthis
Agreement, regardless of: (i) whether such damages were foreseeable, (ii) whether or not it was advised
ofthe possibility of such damages and (iii) the legal or equitable theory (contract, tort or otherwise) upon
which the claim is based. Further, in no event shall Consultant’s aggregate liability arising out of or
related to this Agreement, whether arising out of or related to breach of contract, tort (including
negligence) or otherwise, exceed the total ofthe amount paid to Consultant pursuant to this Agreement in
the twelve (12) month period preceding the event giving rise to the claim. Notwithstanding anything to
the contrary in this Section 6. the limitation of liability shall not apply to (i) liability resulting from
Consultant’s gross negligence or willful misconduct and (ii) death or bodily injury resulting from
Consultant’s acts or omissions. This Section 6 shall survive indefinitely the expiration or termination of
this Agreement.

7. Indemnification. The Client shall indemnify, defend and hold harmless, Consultant and its

out of or related to any third-party claim alleging: (i) breach ofthis Agreement by Client or its personnel;
(ii) any negligent or more culpable act or omission of Client or its personnel in connection with the
performance of Client’s obligations under this Agreement; or (iii) any failure by Client or its personnel
to comply with any applicable federal, state or local laws, regulations or codes in the performance of its
obligations under this Agreement. This Section 7 shall survive indefinitely the expiration or termination
ofthis Agreement.

8. No Assignment; Successors and Assigns; No Third Party Beneficiaries. Neither party shall
assign any ofits rights or delegate any of its duties or obligations under this Agreement without the express
written consent of the other party.
